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SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 


The magazine Cleo New Zealand August 1996 presents diverse material which reflects 
the interests and preoccupations of young urban career women but also has elements 
which give it appeal to a younger age group. Despite an overtly-stated focus on 
promoting the discussion of issues related to women's sexuality, little of the content of 
the August issue features explicitly sexual text or visual images. However, this issue 
contains descriptive material on fetishistic sexual practices and illustrations which 
include images of bondage activities. The material is considered to be inappropriate for 
readers under the age of 16 years because it presents information on an extreme form 
of adult sexual behaviour in some detail. There is likely injury to the public good from 
this material being available to younger readers and children who do not have any adult 
sexual context for it. The publication is therefore classified as:
